The campaign, despite a disposition manifested clearly 0n the 
part of a very few, to convert it; into one of mud slinging aud 
}nw personalities, was beld up to a high plane of decency 
and the people, spared the annoyance of vulgar and out of 
<l;ite methods of campaigning, have registered their choice. 
The result of the election should he as satisfactory in fact 
in all good citizens as it is conclusive in law, bi‘eau se it is tin 
pct of practically all the voters of the city.
